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In order to involve the students in 
the responsibility for their own cur- 
ticulum planning, the Andrews En- 
glish Department offered thirty-one 
mini-courses this year.

Throughout history, man has recognized and marked for special honor, those 
who excel. Ancient and medieval universities established their honor societies. In 
modern times, the coveted honor of election to Phi Beta Kappa outranks all other 
distinctions a college can bestow. Inelection to the National Honor Society, the 
secondary school faculty honored the attainments already made and recognized 
the promise they contain of continued excellence in the cherished ideals of a 
school. 

Inductions were held for new members twice each year, once in the fall for 
seniors and once in the spring for juniors. Criteria for membership was based on 
four qualities: leadership, character, scholarship and service. Every member ex- 
celled in all four categories. Membership in the National Honor Society has 
become recognized nationally as one of the highest honors that can be bestowed 
upon a high school student. Membership was, however, more than an honor; it 
carried with it a responsibility and was considered the beginning of an obligation, 
not merely the successful culmination of an effort to achieve recognition and 
honor.
